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ALWAYS PLACE such emphasis on the 
need for cuddling—which children 
thrive on—that I suspect it’s time I 
made one thing clear: there is no simi­ 
larity between cuddling and coddling. 
The first is constructive. It gives children the 
security that comes from the knowledge they 
are loved. The second is destructive, as I hope to 
make clear. 
I have five little patients whose mother per­ 
petually tries to save them from all unpleasant­ 
ness. She’s a most intelligent woman in many 
ways. But she doesn’t recognize that by cod­ 
dling her children, she does them a disservice. 
‘T want my children to have friendship and 
affection for you,’’ she told me. “Therefore, I 
would like another doctor to give them shots, 
take blood teats, and do anything else that they 
might fear or dislike.’’ 
Her attitude shows sympathetic understand­ 
ing. Indulgence usually does. We should tr>', 
however, to extend our empathy beyond our chil­ 
dren's immediate feelings to what will be best 
for them in the long run. 
Coddling is debilitating. It retards the rate at 
which a child learns to entertain himself, be­ 
come self-sufficient, and understand that certain 
unpleasant things must be faced. 
Last spring I gave two of my grandsons a skiff, 
which I no longer used, with the proviso that 
they put it in shape: sandpaper, caulk, and paint 
it. It would have been easier to have done the 
work myself. But I knew the boys would take 
better care of the boat and have more pride in 
it if they appreciated the time and effort that 
went into conditioning it. 
Parents who don’t require their youngsters 
to help around the house and in the garden cheat 
them more than they “spare’’ them. Children, 
like adults, know a sense of accomplishment 
when they rake a lawn, weed a garden, dust a 
room, set a table, or do whatever else is within 
their scope. They’re enriched, too, by a sense of 
participation they never know if they’re pushed 


aside while a mother, father, or an older brother 
or sister does the work for them. 
If we coddle our children, we turn our love 
from a big plus into a big minus. Often we 
wish to compensate for something our children 
lack—good health, a mother, a father, playmates, 
progress in school—when we begin the coddling 
that so quickly becomes a habit. 
We need to take firm steps then to change our 
attitude, gradually, of course, and to remedy any 
CUDDLE 


harm that has been done to them. 
If your child has had too much attention, you 
should discipline yourself to watch him less and 
less, comment less and less on what he is doing 
and how well he is doing it, and stop repeating 
things he has said or done, good or bad, in front 
of him. Children, I find, conduct themselves bet­ 
ter—probably because they’re more relaxed— 
when they’re not smothered with attention. 
Sometimes parents come to me worried be­ 


cause a child won’t eat. I suggest they treat him 
as though he were one of six children (he almost 
never is). Eating problems in large families are 
rare. W’hen there are a number of children 
around, they are likely to help themselves from 
a neglected plate or to remove it, without com­ 
ment, when they’re clearing the table. 
Getting youngsters to play by themselves can 
be a problem. The best solution is to give them 
one or two toys they really want: toys they will 
be proud to have and which will stimulate their 
imagination. 
To do this' takes considerable time and careful 
observation. The right toy for your child is prob­ 
ably not the same toy your friends’ children 
favor or even the toy that is currently having a 
vogue. But the time spent observing your child, 
discovering his secret life, so to speak, almost 
always proves well worth while. 
Should a toy be lost or broken, it’s a good idea 
not to replace it so quickly that the child never 
has a chance to miss it—a common practice 
when indulgence prevails. 
Recently a young mother brought her five- 
year-old to see me. W’hile 1 talked to the mother, 
the little girl kept trying to balance her doll on 
the back of the sofa. Her mother cautioned her 
that the doll might fall and break. But the child 
persisted—until the doll did fall and break. 
Immediately there was a loud, despairing wail. 
Immediately, too. the mother jumped up and, 
gathering her daughter in her arms, soothed: 
“Don’t cr>% darling! Don’t cry! On our way home 
w'e’ll stop at Toy Town and get another doll!’’ 
Such indulgence scarcely prepares a child for 
the realities of life. 
We cannot protect our children from all 
hurt, worry, and disappointment. Generally we 
shouldn’t try. Instead, we should explain—simply 
and lovingly—how things are in this world and 
why they’re so. The child who is thus taught to 
cope with reality is strengthened in spirit, char­ 
acter, and resistance—and grows up with a far 
greater chance of happiness. 
Cuddle, by all means! 
But, by all means, don’t coddle!

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America’s 
Richest 
Man 


And How He 
Got That Way 


Spending money doesn’t 


interest H. L. Hunt much, 


but he does get a kick out 


of earning it—at the rate 


of nearly $250,000 a day!

ALMOST EVERYONE believes that J. 
X jL Paul Getty is the richest man in 
the United States. Everyone, that is, 
except Getty himself. 
“In 
terms 
of extraordinary, 
independent 
wealth,” Getty admits, “there is only one per­ 
son, H. L. Hunt.” 
For a man who is supposed to be the richest 
man in America, Haroldson Lafayette Hunt re­ 
mains remarkably unknown to the general pub­ 
lic—and what little is known about him contains 
as much fiction as fact. 
A nationally syndicated columnist once de­ 
scribed him as “symbolic of the lusty Texas ty­ 
coon who flashes $1,000 bills, drapes his women 
in mink, and turns in his Cadillacs when they 
get dirty.” 
Nothing could be further from the truth. Al­ 
though his personal fortune is about three bil­ 
lion dollars and his daily earnings nearly a 
quarter-million dollars. Hunt does not throw 
money around. Not only does he not “flash” 
$1,000 bills, he never carries any with him. After 
all, he feels, most places simply do not have 
change for such a large denomination. 
The soft-spoken, 75-year-oId multibillionaire 
drives himself to work in downtown Dallas every* 
weekday in his medium-priced American car. 
Then he walks three blocks to his oflfice. He car­ 
ries his lunch in a paper bag. When he travels, 
it is by commercial airlines rather than by char­ 
tered plane. 
W'hy? Hunt explains that he drives to work 
rather than have a chauffeur take him simply 
because he likes to drive. He parks his car three 
blocks from his office, not to save 50 cents in 
parking fees, as rumor has it, but in order to 
get some daily exercise. He carries his lunch 
because it saves him time and because it is the 
only way he can obtain the health foods he en­ 
joys, such as low-calorie cheese, dried prunes, 
and bread baked from wheat of a high-fluoride 
content grown in the Texas Panhandle. 
He doesn’t indulge in a lot of luxuries simply 
because he is not overly impressed by them. 
T 
o UNDERSTAND H. L. HUNT, you have to un­ 
derstand how he feels about money. Unlike 
most people, 
America’s 
richest 
man enjoys 
earning it far more than he enjoys spending it. 
To Hunt, making money is not just work, it is 
his hobby, the thing he enjoys most. “For all 
practical purposes,” Hunt says, “I regard a man 
with 200 thousand dollars as well off as a man 
with 200 million dollars.” Although he himself 
long ago passed both those levels. Hunt still 
works hard at making money. There is nothing 
he would rather do. “There’s no stopping point,” 
he says. “I couldn’t live in retirement.” 
If H. L. Hunt has any secret desire, it is to 
see whether he could do it all over again. “There 
are times,” he says, “when I’ve wished I’d wake 
up stone broke. It would be a great adventure— 
to see how good I was, to see whether I could 
create lots of wealth again.” 
Hunt built his fortune from virtually nothing. 
With only a fifth-grade education, he left his na­ 
tive Illinois and roamed the West working as a 
farm hand, lumberjack, and cowboy. Finally, in 
Arkansas, he speculated in cotton land and soon 
found himself owner of 20,000 valuable acres. 
Before he celebrated his 21st birthday, he was 


already a self-made millionaire. 
But there was a panic in 1921, and Hunt saw 
his fortune slip away. Broke but unwilling to 
bow to bad luck, he borrowed $50 and went to 
look into an oil boom in 
Dorado, Ark. Here he 
again built a fortune from scratch. 
To hear Hunt tell it, it was easy. “Well,” he 
says, “when you have no cash, you have to rely 
on other things. Like conversation. I’d drive out 
to see a farmer, offer him $25 an acre for an oil 
lease, drive back into town, and find somebody 
willing to pay $35 an acre.” 
His formula for making money? “You have to 
be lucky . . . you have to be of an acquisitive na­ 
ture, aggressive and thrifty. Y'ou have to be hon­ 
est and fair . . . You can’t do a great volume of 
business unless your word is accepted.” 
Hunt made a lot of money in Arkansas—but 
he struck it even richer in the 1930s when he got 
in on the ground floor of the East Texas oil 
boom, the greatest oil discovery in the world up 
to that time. Today he is the nation’s biggest 
independent petroleum producer. 
But oil isn’t the only business the Hunts— 
H. L., his four sons, and his two daughters—are 
in. For instance, one son, l^m ar, owns a profes­ 
sional football team, the Kansas City Chiefs 
(formerly the Dallas Texanst. A year ago, a 
story made the rounds about I.amar losing large 
sums of money on the team, and a friend of the 
family supposedly, asked H. L. Hunt: “Aren’t 
you concerned about the fact that Lamar is los­ 
ing a million dollars a year on his team?” 
A 


S THE STORY GOES, Hunt's matter-of-fact reply 
_ was: “Well, at that rate he ought to go broke 
in about 250 years.” Hunt was, of course, only 
teasing. Both he and his son are willing to lose 
money today—if it is a step toward earning more 
money tomorrow. 
Besides making money. Hunt’s interests in­ 
clude Life-Line, the daily public-affairs radio 
and tv broadcasts he organized several years 
ago. He is so devoted to the program that he and 
his family listen to the same broadcast twice 
daily, once on a Dallas station and once on a 
New Orleans station! 
In 1960 Hunt wrote a novel. Aplaea, dealing 
with the problems of a mythical emerging coun­ 
try*. The constitution Hunt devised for the coun­ 
try* included such things as a provision whereby 
a person who considers himself poorly informed 
could authorize someone he considers better in­ 
formed to cast his vote for him. Hunt had the 
book published in paperback rather than hard­ 
cover in order to achieve wider distribution. 
Home for Hunt is “Mount Vernon,” a repro­ 
duction of George Washington’s famous man­ 
sion—only Hunt’s is three times larger than the 
original. The mansion, located on 10 acres over­ 
looking a lake, is the only major luxury Amer­ 
ica’s richest man seems to enjoy thoroughly. 
Here Hunt lives with his second wife (his 
first wife died in 1955) and her four young chil­ 
dren. His children from his first marriage are all 
grown and have their own homes. As much as 
possible, the Hunts try to lead a normal family 
life. Often, when friends visit, they enjoy sitting 
around together singing favorite old tunes—in­ 
cluding “We Ain’t Got a Barrel of Money.” 
What’s next for H. L. Hunt? 
“I just want to do what I’m doing,” he says. 
“I have a good time at it.”

lUVlA FRIEDMAN (left), 
the legendary “Nazi 
H u n ter’^ who m a ste r­ 
minded the capture of 
Adolf Eichmann, pointed 
a stubby finger at a thick, 
dust-covered 
folder and 
hissed angrily : “This man 
is alive, and I shall bring 
him to justice if it’s the 
last thing I ever do!” 


He brushed off the dust with the sleeve of his 
dark-brown jacket and took out the photograph 
of S.S. Lt. Gen. Heinrich Mueller, Eichmann’s 
boss and chief of the notorious Gestapo. 
“We must catch him before May, 1965,“ Fried­ 
man explained to me. “Israel does not want any 
more war-crimes trials. One Eichmann trial, 
which lasted more than a year and cost several 
million pounds, is more than enough. 
“So the only place to put Mueller on trial is 
West Germany. But we must catch him quickly 
before the W’est German statute of limitations 
takes effect on May 10, 1965. After that, any 
Nazi war criminal can legally return to West 
Germany and openly boast of his crimes without 
fear of punishment.” 
Friedman told me that bull-necked, bullet­ 
headed Heinrich Mueller began his “career” as 
a small-town police investigator in Bavaria. He 
was repeatedly reprimanded by his superiors for 
brutality. But the very quality that delayed his 
promotion in pre-Hitlerite Germany made him 
Hitler’s top goon when the Nazis came to power. 
So impressed was Hitler by Mueller’s methods 
that he hrst made him chief interrogator of the 
Gestapo—and then top man of the entire organ­ 
ization. Later, Mueller expanded his “empire” to 
include the S. D. (espionage and counterespi­ 
onage service). 
It was Mueller who devised such devilish meth­ 
ods of interrogation as the “soft chair,” which 
had a thick wooden screw protruding from its 
center. When prisoners did not respond to regu­ 
lar third-degree methods, the screw would be 
turned and its spikelike point would tear and 
twist the prisoner’s flesh. 
Mueller, who was the top surviving Nazi goon 


at the end of the war, calmly walked out of Hit­ 
ler’s Berlin headquarters on April 29, 1945, and 
disappeared. The next day the body of a man 
who looked like Mueller was found in the rubble 
of a bomb-blasted house near Hitler’s bunker. 
Documents in his pocket indicated he was the 
Gestapo chief. But suspicious Russians later ex­ 
humed the body and examined it with X rays and 
other scientific equipment. They discovered it was 
the body of a Mueller but not the Mueller. 
Eventually, a second “grave of Heinrich Muel­ 
ler” turned up in the American sector of Berlin. 
In September, 1963, Nazi hunter Tuvia Friedman 
convinced West German authorities that they 
should open this grave. Scientific investigation 
by three German professors and a team of police 
specialists established that the remains in the 
grave were of three different men, all of them 
younger than the missing Gestapo chief! 
Apparently, when Mueller learned that the 
Russians had not swallowed his first “killed in 
action” story, he collected parts of human bodies 
from the rubble of barracks and houses and set 
up another phony grave for himself. 
Tuvia Friedman had pushed for the opening 
of Mueller’s “second grave” to convince the West 
(Germans that Mueller was not dead. He himself 
had been convinced of this two years earlier. His 
informant: Adolf Eichmann, who let the fact 
slip out during interrogation in 1961. Eichmann 
disclosed that he and Mueller had hidden in the 
same monastery in Italy shortly after the war. 
Friedman immediately went to the Monastery 
of St. Michael near Udine and talked with aged 
monks who had been there in 1945. They had no 
difficulty identifying Mueller from photographs 
as the man who had posed as a Polish monk 
named Brother Stefan. 
“It took me a few months and a great deal of 
money to trace Mueller’s movements to and from 
the remote monastery,” Friedman said. “Finally, 
an anonymous phone call advised me to visit the 
border village of Nauders in the Alps. I had some 
misgivings about walking into a trap—after all, 
the Nazis had put a price of $13,000 on my head. 
But I changed my name, posed as a Belgian tour­ 
ist, and took other precautions as well. When I 
checked in at the hotel in Nauders, I received a 
second anonymous phone call. This one advised 
me to see Rudolf Blass, a local hunter, guide, and 
veteran smuggler. 
“Blass turned out to be 86 years old, and he

lived alone in a log hut, but his memory was 
fresh. He identified Mueller’s photo and said he 
had guided this man across the Austrian border 
in June, 1945, for $500 in American money. 
Mueller posed as a Polish colonel fleeing from 
the Communists.” 
From the Austrian village of Zell, Friedman 
traced Mueller’s movements to Italy and the mon­ 
astery. But where had he. gone from there? 
Painstaking investigation led Friedman and 
his associates to the International Red Cross 
office in Genoa. The officials who worked there in 
1945-46 were dead or had retired. But one old 
secretary was located w’ho could identify the 
photo of Mueller. She revealed that the fugitive 
Gestapo chief had applied for International Red 
Cross traveling documents under the name of Dr. 
Jan Bielinski, a refugee Polish physician. 
“He showed us a prewar Polish passport, a 
medical-association certificate, and other genu­ 
ine documents (stolen from one of his victims, 
no doubt), w'hich convinced us he was a bona fide 
refugee from Communist Poland,” she said. “We 
arranged an Argentine immigration visa for him 
and passage aboard a ship to Buenos Aires, for 
which he paid himself.” 
M 


u e l l e r a r r i v e d in Argentina in 1946, but he 
didn’t stay there long. Possibly there were 
so many Nazis around that he feared identifica­ 
tion. In 1947 he cropped up in Spain, where he 
joined a munitions syndicate set up by refugee 
Nazis. In 1952 Mueller was identified by a German 
new'spaperman at glittering Horcher’s Restau­ 
rant in Madrid. The reporter soon was found 
dead, the victim of a hit-and-run driver. 
Mueller disappeared for a while—and then 
cropped up in Egypt, where he headed Nasser’s 
Propaganda Research Office. He held this post 
until September, 1963, when the publicity over 
the opening of his “second grave” drove him out 
of Cairo. 
“I don’t think flushing Mueller out of Cairo 
was a mistake,” Friedman told me. “As long as 
he remains in Egypt, he is safe. The Egyptians 
won’t extradite him; they like Nazis. But if he 
panics and runs, we will have our chance. He is 
62 years old now and must be tired of running 
and hiding. Other Nazis may escape our drag­ 
net. But as far as Gestapo chief Heinrich Muel­ 
ler is concerned, the hunt goes on. Sooner or 
later, we will get him.”

He made it big, however, in the fol­ 
lowing years on Canadian television, be­ 
coming the Dominion’s No. 1 star. Never­ 
theless, he w’as singing for only a free 
vacation in Bermuda when his big break 
came— and almost went. 
Something prompted him to call home 
“just in case.” He learned that Alan Jay 
Lerner and Frederick Loewe of “My Fair 
I.Ady” fame had been trying to locate him 
to audition for the role of Sir Lancelot in 
their new musical, “Camelot.” They’d just 
about given up finding Goulet when he 
made his “just-in-case” call. 
H 


e g r a b b e d the first plane to New York 
and went straight to the theater. 
Once on stage, he belted out his favorite 
song, “They Call the Wind Maria.” 
Nowadays Goulet shakes his head at the 
unprofessionalism of it all. “I’d forgotten 
that Lerner and Loewe wrote that song. It 
made me seem as if I was playing up to 
them. Even worse, composers always think 
there’s only one way to sing their music.” 
Despite this. Goulet won the role w ith­ 
out further trials. Later, a Lerner and 
I/oewe associate. Norman Rosemont. en­ 
tered into a gentleman’s agreement with 
Goulet to groom him for stardom. He 
selected Goulet’s clothes (tailored so tight 
he can’t carry a wallet), barber, publicist, 
lawyers, writers, and arrangers. “He’s a 
production in him self,” says Rosemont. 
But Goulet questions whether the Rose­ 
mont team “shaped the Goulet image.” He 
feels that the image was always his— 
they just polished the rough spots. 
“Mostly, they tell me what not to do,” 
Bob says. “I remember once when I was 
singing in Las Vegas, the whole organiza­ 
tion flew in. ‘Gotta have a meeting quick,’ 
they said.” 
Now Goulet begins acting out a 1930- 
style gangster film: “It was like the Mafia 
meeting in Apalachin, and I was the guy 
being fingered. They all sat around, staring 
at me. Finally somebody started talking: 
‘Ya know, baby, we all love you. Got your 
interests at heart, baby.’ That really wor­ 
ried me. ‘We hate to do this to you, but 
we gotta. Listen, baby, from now on—no 
more jokes V ” 
The “boys in the back room” had de­ 
cided that Goulet’s ad libbing on stage, 
admittedly 
heavy-handed, was 
marring 
his “class and sophistication.” 
“They 
probably 
were right,” Goulet 
muses. “Anyway, I went out that night 
determined not to joke. But when you feel 
happy, when you feel people are your 
friends— well, I can’t help it. I cracked 
jokes. I guess I always will.” 
Audiences don’t seem to mind. If they 
can overlook their idol taking a beautiful 
wife, they probably can get used to his 
attempts at humor.
